that thia sweot article brought sweetness to 
the tables of the inhabitants of these coun- 
triea, and I hope it also brought some happi- 
ness §0-the hearts of the manufacturers, 
and, possibly, ‘a little happiness and heavi- 
neas of pocket to them and to their cm- 
ployds. (Applause). We must nowge further 
on and coma nearer the present day, It is 
no news to anyone in hia room that trou- 
blous times have come in-recent years upon 
the-sugar trade. Now so far na I can make 
ont, the seeds of theso troubles wera sown by 
that very remarkable man, the first Napo- 
leon,.when in the beginning of this century 
he angaged in that colossal attempt to ruin 
tho commerce of England, by exotuding her: 
ships from the continent, Ho-had to find 
ways aid means to supply the demand for 
refined sugar which provailéd.'on, the Con- 
tinont,’ which was supplied-by the ships of 
Great Britain. Todo this hs offered pre- 
miume for tha production. of sugar from 
beet, which had about that time, or shortly 
before, bean found tocontain sugar, and from 
that-day forward tho sced began to fructify. 
But possibly Fam giving you a little’ too 
much of this dissertation. (No,no).. Our 
German noighbours—I thought perhaps 
Dr Korn would havo ‘beon here to-night— 
with that sagacious adaptability which is so 
characteristic of tha nation, applied them- 
selves patiently and industrioualy to cu 
vata the -boot and ‘scientifically ta pro 
duce sugar. It was nly fortune late- 
ly—two or three years sgo—to be 
in Germany. There I ascertained -in 
the conrae of my -travela something of 
the process employed and the way 
they set about theso things: A leading 
citizen of Bremen told me that throughout 
most of the Empire they had colloges where 
chemistry was studied as a science. - In 
every district there are some of these col- 


leges, The farmer decides ‘what he meass 
to grow, whelher wheat, barley, or beet; as 
the rotation of crops rendors it desirable. 
‘Dundreary like, he sends a sample of his 
estate to the chemist, whu ooalyzes it and 
telly the farmer what manures he must 
apply to pr duce the desired erop. By this 
means Germany ‘has, in the course, of 
time, quite recently cultivated..the heat 
so sticcesyinlly that with the nid.of pro- 
tective premiums: she has looded with 
the product of tho beut tho varidus giatketa 
of the West which used to he supplied with 
the cane, and hence the revolution in the 
trade which you-all. know too’woll and from 


which we are only recovering (Applause. )’ 


Well, gentlemen, to come nearer hume F ro- 
member very well about 15 or 16 years ugo, 
when the first a'tempt at sugar rofining was 
made in this Colony by that’ versatile and 
enterpriding man, Mr MacGregor Smith 
(Applause), His-effurts were not a success, 
but he was iu the right track, and vary few 
pedple at that. time would have belteved 
that thia. industry ‘whith he initiated 
then wonld have attained the great pro- 
portions, to the magnitude it has attain.

SUPREME: COURT. 
> IN. BANKRUPTCY. 
(Before Sir George Phillippo, Chief Justice. ) 
Monday, Jan. 3rd. 


Re F. HUNERFAUTH, BANKRUPT, 

F, Haunerfanth, lately a barber in‘ ‘the 
employ of Messrs Campbell Moore «& Co., 
applied for his discharge in bankruptey. 
"Mr A. G. Wise, the Acting Registrar,” 
said that sinca the bankrupt passed the Inat 
-examination a notice had beon filed by Mr 
Ewens intimating. that he intended to 
oppose thé bankrupt’s- discharge. on tho 
ground that-he had contracted the debt 
whon he had no - reasonable prospect of 
heing able to. pay the came, that he had 
bean needlessly extravagant in his way of 
living and hed put one of his creditors to 
frivolous, vexatious expense to recover the 
money. . 

Mr_ Webber said ons of the largest ‘eredi- 
tora, Mr Campbell, who had been examined 
before His Lordship, had since left the 
Colony. He asked on behal€ of this oro- 
ditor that the bankrupt be not discharged 
till he gave a guarantee for the payment of 
thedebt, The bankrupt’s extravagancein 
living was perfectly unjustifiable, aa his 
living was provided for him and he-had n 
necessity to-pay anything for it. : 

Mr ‘Holmes said he appeared nt the re- 
quest of two friends. of the bankrupt who 
wished him to attend and if necessary to 
bring evidence to satisfy His Lordship 
that there had not been. unnecessary 
extravagance——that- tho only: act on. the 
part. 6f thé -bankrupt..on | which. ‘this 
charge..was based ‘related: to”-an occasion 
on .which. he--had-“invited two. or’ threo 
frien“s-to dinner and had regaled them with 
two or three pint bottles of champagne. 

The Chief Justice—This.is a man who 
had $60 month ard everything supplied 
and yet he managed to get into debt.
